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Among. the gentlemen -apon 
whom Toronto University confer. 
red the honorary degree of Doctor 
of Laws last week, was oné man, 
who, while a son of old Ontario, 


and for many years a citizen of his 
native province, yet earned the 
title of his degree because of his 
work in formipg and directing the 
policies of a younger but sister 
province in the farther west. 
Alexander Cameron Rutherford, 
Premier of the Province of Alber- 
ta, was’ born at Osgoode, iu the 
county of Russell, on February 
2nd, 1858. F 

Now the man from Osgoode, in 
many ways, 16 as forceful a per- 
sonality asthe man from Glen- 
garry. Premier Rutherford passed 
from the public schools into Wood- 
stock college. Woodstock matri- 
culated him into McGill, and at 
twenty-three he was graduated 
with the degree of B. A., and B. 
©. L, 

The young graduate studied law 
at Ottawa, in the office of Scott, 
McTavish and McCracken, a firm 
which gave its senior member to 
the Government of Canada, and 
its second member to the bench. 
Later Mr. Rutherford was with the 
law firm of O’Connor & Hogg, and 
in 1885 was called to the bar. 
For ten yeara he practised law in 
Ottawa, but in 1895 joined the 
irek to the West and located in 
what has grown to be the city of 
Strathcona. 


In Strathcona, Premier Ruther- 
ford first took an active part in 
politics. -Asa Liberal he repre- 
sented the constituency in the last 
territorial assembly. In thia as- 
sembly he was Deputy-Speaker. 
After the new provinces were 
created Mr. Rutherford was asked 
to form a-government for Alberta, 
and wss highly successful in the 
task. Besides being premier, he 
is also Minister of Education and 
Provincial Treasurer.

Every effért has been suctessfully 
put forth to develop a méaty ari- 
mal, until the milking qoalities 
are largely climinated. In size 
they are perhaps 80 per cent. that 
of the Shorthori, brut they have 
proven specially desirable for the 
production of “baby beef’’, 80 called, 
taking on flesh profitably at two 
years old. The entire absence of 
horns isa valuable marking, and 
for its many good points and yen. 
eral utility the breed is growing 
in this country. The 
|present number in the United | 
| States is about 55,000. 
{ ‘The Galloways are so very simi- 
‘lar to the Angus cattle, in color, 
size, etc., that some have even 


there wefte no domestic cattle in 
the western hemisphere when 
America was discovered. Cvolum- 
bus and subsequent Spanish ex- 
plorers brought cattle with them, 
both for draft and feed purposes. 
Such animals, both cattle and hor- 
ses, as escaped from confinement 
became the founders of herds 
of wild animals, including the 
wild horses of the plains. LEarly 
Eastern colonists helped to intro- 
duce cattle into their new domains 
and at one time we are told that 
the penalty for killing one in Vir- 
ginia was death. All up anddown 
the Atluntic coast, extending into 
the British possessions, the growth 
of the -livestock industry spread 
with increasing rapidity from the 
close of the seventeenth century. 
The common Devons of England 
and the Dutch catile from The 
Netherlands figured largely in ear- 
ly importations. 

But the real growth and develop- 
ment of the pure-bred beef cattle 
industry were not very marked un- 
til into the nineteenth century, 
and Cruikshank, whose name is so 
closely linked with Shorthoras, be- 
gan his definite work at about 
1837. American breeders had 
commenced special efforts simul- 
tanecusly with English and Scot- 
tish growers, importations being 
being recorded immediately fol- 
lowing the Revolutionary War. 
The various recognized breeds 
have core to their different and 
fixed types through many genera- 
tions of selection and care, show- 
ing a wonderful illustration of the 
power of heredity on the one hand, 
and the influences which make for 
variation on the other.
